Use only aluminum wool, or if that's not available, then stainless steel 
brushes or wool. And follow that with a thorough cleaning, preferably an 
Alodine process. Aluminum oxide sandpaper works OK.

Earlier I posted a question asking what to expect out of the VFO in the 
Knight T-150. As I expected, the answer from the vast majority was "not 
much." There are some improvements that can be made, but the secret of 


appreciating the T-150 is learning to accept it for what it is, or more 
importantly, for what it isn't. A Ranger it's not. After some more tweaking 
and re-routing of wires I have managed to make it sound semi-acceptable on 
CW, and probably as good as any T-150 sounds on that mode. It will probably 
be used primarily on AM, where it sounds suprisingly good. Anyway, my thanks 
to all those who responded. 

As I spent some enjoyable evenings working on this old transmitter I 
couldn't help but wonder about the guy who built it. Was he a new novice, or 
an experienced operator who just couldn't afford anything fancier? Maybe I

One POSSIBLE bright spot in this darkness, although what I am about to 
relate happened at least 20 years ago and perhaps couldn't happen today: 


I was working at the University of Montana's Geology Department in 
Missoula, Montana. Our Chairman had just earned a $500,000 NSF grant, 


which made the Department elegible to receive surplus and excess from 
G.S.A. I went to work and got on their mailing lists and started to 
informally notify OTHER departments on campus of available equipment. I 
got pretty good at sorting out the junk from the good stuff. 


Within a few months we were receiving a LOT of good gear. I even gota 
complete Missle Site Test Unit, a LARGE boat for our research center at 
Flathead Lake, and complete outer ring of LASA (Large Area Seismic Array) 
which was used to detect Russian nuclear blasts. (Details on this later if 
you want them. ) 


One evening, LONG after normal working hours, I was called by a GSA 
employee in Denver who literally BEGGED me to somehow get the University 
System of the State of Montana to fund a full-time position for someone to 
coordinate the surplus/excess needs of every school in Montana. He told me 
that "in the month of February alone there were 6 million dollars worth of 
GOOD equipment which had to be destroyed since no one could be found who 
needed it."

Probably one of the most famous DSB ham stations was that of W3PHL of 
Valley Forge PA that put out a real rock crushing signal on 40 meters 
that I actually heard in Korea and Australia during my world travels. 


Fred theorized that DSB was a good signal to utilize in that it reduced 
the carrier heterodyning that the Sidebanders griped about and still 
maintained signal compatible with the average non SSB receiver in use 
during the heyday of his station. He produced a DSB reduced carrier 
output so that the receiving station could zero beat the exact carrier 
frequency easily and assure success. Alas, it was not to be and the 
results were most often as Sandy described. The reason, of course, is 
that receivers without product detectors also lacked the sophisticated 
filtering necessary to restrict the bandpass to just one sideband. As 


Sandy pointed out, when re-injecting carrier, phasing problems more 
sophisticated than I could describe here if I understood them that well 
take place that cause an awful whiny scratching that you only want to 
hear once to know you don't like it. Although usable, it was poor. 


Fred did do a lot of experimenting with a synchronous receiving system 
but I'm not sure he was ever satisfied with that. Synchronous receiving 
techniques allow the detection of each sideband of an AM (or true DSB or 
DSBSC) signal through steep sloped filters and choose the one that was 
strongest and most readable and, by a "voting" AGC system, detect and 
produce audio from it alone. This system is not unlike a dual diversity 
reception system with only one antenna and receiver. 


Ahhh, the world of DSB. Such a short life.

second, when not editing out included text, it sends a not too subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time to be 
more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 600-700 readers 
on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.
